Cuninggim, Merrimon 
FREEDOM'S HOLY LIGHT $2.75 

The Dean of the Perkins School of Theology has made a searching examination of 
America's much vaunted freedom. Although it is basic in our Constitution and tradition, 
the author finds much confusion in the American mind both as to the theory and the practice 
of freedom. He reminds us that our freedom is rooted and grounded in religion and that all 
of our freedoms are wrapped up in religious freedom. He takes a long look at our religious 
freedom involving the recognition of the supremacy of the conscience, freedom of worship 
and the freedom of the Church from State control. He finds much confusion of thought as to 
the much discussed doctrine of the separation of Church and State. He finds ambiguous and 
confused thinking reflected in the writings of both Catholics and Protestants on this sub- 
ject and in the opinions delivered by justices of the Supreme Court in recent decisions- 
all of which he discusses in extenso. In this connection Cuninggim's main contention is 
that the true American idea of the relations between Church and State embodies two emphases- 
one restrictive, the other permissive-disconnection and sympathetic association of Church 
and State. He holds that the American concept of freedom does not mean that the State 
should have nothing to do with religion and vice versa. While neither is to control the 
other, there are many ways in which they can and should cooperate to their mutual advantage. 
The author holds that this positive side of the question is too often overlooked for fear 
of the bogey of "Separation of Church and State”. A well documented and impassioned plea 
for clearer thinking on this subject. Should be of interest to the clergy of all faiths, 
to lawyers and students of politics and government.

Deen, Edith Harper 
ALL THE WOMEN OF THE BIBLE $4.95 


Painstaking research carried on over many years has enabled Mrs. Deen to write 
a book which contains descriptive sketches of every woman mentioned in the Bible. The 
author has conducted a woman's column in the Fort Worth Press for over twenty-five years, 
and her interest in this subject stemmed from the reader response to a series of articles 
on "Great Women of the Bible”. She found that many books had been written about the women 
of the Bible and read all of them that she could secure and Consulted libraries all over the 
country for additional material. Finding that in none of the published books was more than 
a small percentage of the women of the Bible represented, she prepared this comprehensive 
book covering 2/1 the women of the Bible. Included are "searching studies” of 52 women who 
are in the foreground of the Bible story, 100 brief sketches of 100 named and an additional 
LOO unnamed women who are in the background. Mrs. Deen's newspaper experience enables her 
to reconstruct the spiritual experience of these women of Bible times and, in a vivid style, 
to interpret their significance. She follows the Bible account, but enriches it by side- 
lights derived from her study. The point of view is conventionally Protestant and middle- 
of-the-road whenever theological questions must be faced. There is considerable moralizing 
reminscent of the old-time Sunday School lessons. But it has some value as a reference 
book for Bible students and preachers. Will have major promotion by the publishers.

Since 1929 the radio program called "Music and the Spokten Word from the Cross- 
roads of the West" has been broadcast each Sunday morning from Salt Lake City. A large 
listening audience has been built up attracted by the 375-voice choir of the Mormon Taber- 
nacle and by the brief messages of its producer, Richard L. Evans.

This is one of the more ambitious of the recent books from the pen of Gerald 
Heard. The amazing versatility of this writer has never been more clearly demonstrated. 
At home as he is in the fields of history, science, ethics and religion, and possessed 
of a facile pen, Heard is well equipped to write what might be called a new description 
of man's spiritual pilgrimage. Heard points out that in the past every time man made 
a new physical invention giving him more control over the outer world, he has been able 
to make a corresponding psychological adjustment in order to hold himself together. This 
book is a search for a psychological invention which will unify mankind in the face of 4 
threatened explosion in this atomic age. In developing his thesis the author studies 
the answers that have been given historically to the questions: "Where am I?, What am I?, 
"Who am I?!". Three different civilizations, the Western, the Chinese and the Indian have 
made the most profound answers to these questions. However, none of them has come up 
with the final answer nor with one adequate to our present crisis. We need "orientation 
through rites of identity" and “association under prophetism" 2%7¢ "integration through 
spiritual exercises...

THE TELEVISION-RADIO AUDIENCE AND RELIGION » 


Whether a research project can afford any concrete answer to this controversial 
topic only time testing of the conclusions arrived at by this ambitious survey will tell. 
The Broadcasting and Film Commission of the National Council, under the supervision of the 
Yale Divinity School has used the city of New Haven as a "guinea pig" and a thorough anal- 
ysis has been made to ascertain what use the people of New Haven make of these media and 
what use they might make of religious programs. There is a description of the social and 
cultural history of the city, a breakdown of population according to religious affiliation, 
ethnic backgrounds, social and economic status and dominant interests. Special attention 
is paid to the status of the Protestant churches and the group with no church affiliation. 
Considerable attention is paid to the religious programs, particularly the interest shown 
in Fulton Sheen, Ralph W. Sockman, Norman Vincent Peale and Edward Fuller. The TV audience 
is studied with description of preferences in both secular and religious programs. These 
studies are buttressed by "depth interviews" with selected individuals. On the basis of 
these studies a final chapter outlines a strategy for religious broadcasting by the Pro- 
testant forces. The book reveals the revolutionary effect on family life, the relatively 
insignificant role of religious programs, the failure of religious broadcasters to specify 
their objectives and to make their programs sufficiently broad in appeal. This book should 
prove of constructive value to all those engaged in the mushrooming broadcasting industry, 
as well as to Protestant leaders who are considering its value as a practical medium.

* In this symposium eleven distinguished Catholic physicians, psychiatrists, edu- ty:

Recog- 
nizing that there has been misunderstanding and conflict between the two fields of interests, 
the writers are at one in contending that upholders of the faith can no longer ignore the 
prevalence of emotional disturbance and mental illness today nor the value of the insights 
and skills of psychiatrists in dealing with such symptoms.

REINHOLD NIEBUHR: His Religious, Sacral and Political Thought 


* As Reinhold Niebuhr of Union Theological Seminary has the reputation of 
being America's greatest thinker, this analysis of his thought is of the deepest in- 
terest and of unusual significance. The plan followed by the editors of The Library 
of Living Theology is particularly fortunate in dealing with Niebuhr. Each study in 
the series begins with an "intellectual autobiography" and is then followed with 
essays by eminent scholars dealing with Niebuhr's writing in its various aspects and 
concluding with his reply to the interpreters and critics. With all due respect to 
those who comment on Niebuhr's thought, by far the most interesting part of the book 
is Niebuhr's own account of his intellectual development and his rejoinder to the 
critics. In the autobiography there is spelled out very clearly how and why one who 
was @ liberal in theology, a Marxist socialist .and a pacifist moved sharply to the 
right in theology, to a moderate right in politics while retaining a liberal point 
of view on social issues. His reply to.his critics brings out his point of view 
more sharply than is the case in his other writing.» The contributors to this volume 
are distinguished scholars. Among them are Paul Tillich, Emil Brunner, John C. 
Bennett, Arthur Schlesinger Jr., Daniel D. Williams, Henry N. Wieman. There are 
two Jewish contributors and one Roman Catholic. The Protestants represent all 
shades of theological emphasis from extreme conservatism to liberalism and natural- 
ism. All unite in underlining the greatness of Niebuhr's contribution to our think- 
ing. Only a few have substantive criticisms to make:which draw an extended reply 
from Niebuhr. They are Father Weigel, the Catholic, Professor Williams, a liberal 
and Professor Wieman, a naturalist. An exhaustive bibliography helps to make this 
the most authoritative volume on Niebuhr we possess. This book is bound to attract 
much attention.

THE YOUNG CHURCH IN ACTION $2.50 


* Few writers in the religious field have won such a large reading public 
in so short a time as has this young British clergyman. Phillips has an extraordin- 
ary command of vivid English coupled with a crusading religious passion. His trans- 
lations of the Gospels and the Epistles ( Letters to Young Churches) have been widely 
and enthusiastically acclaimed, for the author shows an unusual ability to translate 
the time-worn books of the Bible into the language of to-day.

Sherrill, Lewis J. 
THE GIFT OF POWER $3.00 

It has taken some time for the philosophy of Christian Education to catch up @ 
with the modern trends in theology. Most Christian educators have been carrying on their 
work within the frame-work of liberal theology while ministers are being trained in a real- 
istic theology which inculcates an entirely different outlook upon man and the world. 
Professor Sherrill of Union Theological Seminary is making a signal contribution to the 
development of a new philosophy of Christian education and this book is an outline of his 
thinking to date. His thesis is that the Christian religion can teach men how to receive 
an inner power to cope with the physical power that has been placed. in our hands. To 
clarify his position he deals with three questions: (1)- Why is man so disturbed today?; 
(2)- In what way is the Christian religion relevant to his condition? and (3)- How can the 
educational work of the church also be made relevant? He writes out of the conviction — 
that Christian education is dependent upon revelation and that the responsibility of the 
Christian community is the redemption of the human self as a whole. Professor Sherrill 
writes simply and clearly as he expresses this profound philosophy of Christian education.

Cole, William Graham Oxford 
SEX IN CHRISTIANITY AND PSYCHOANALYSIS - $4.00 


This is a comprehensive study of the development which has taken place in the 
attitude toward sex on the part of Christianity (Catholic and Protestant) on the one hand, 
of psychoanalysis on the other. The author's thesis is that throughout the Christian era 
two opposing philosophies have been influential in determining the popular attitude toward 
sex; naturalism and dualism. The point of view toward sex reflected in the Old Testament, 
to a less extent in Jesus and to a still less extent in Paul, he calls naturalistic. That 
is to say, sex was regarded as a perfectly normal element in life which is not to be looked 
down upon nor hidden in shame. But the dualism which distinguishes. sharply between body 
and spirit regards the body and all its functions as of a baser order. Dualism, the author 
contends, was introduced into Greek philosophy from the Orient, and as a consequence deeply 
affected the thinking of Christians in regard to sex as Greek influences became more and 
more dominant in Christian thinking. By the time of Augustine, virginity and celibacy were 
regarded as superior states, a point of view which was crystallized by Thomas Aquinas and 
became the official position of the Roman Catholic Church. Marriage was thought of as a 
concession to human weakness and was of importance for reproductive purposes only. This 
negative attitude toward sex became increasingly the recognized Christian position, even 
after the Reformation, and with some modifications has remained so until today. All of 
this is amply documented by a detailed study of the teachings on this subject of Jesus, 
Paul, Augustine, Thomas Aquinas, Luther, Calvin and later Christian leaders down to Fulton 
Sheen and Reinhold Niebuhr. Considerable attention is given in this volume to the attitude 
toward sex developed by Freud and the leading psychoanalysts after him. All of which leads 
the author to the conclusion that a naturalistic attitude toward sex has now become dominant 
in the world and that Christianity had best recognize the changed situation and modify ac- 
cordingly its position with respect to sex relations, birth control, marriage and divorce. 
This is a book which will not be met with approval by Catholic churchmen nor by a majority 
of Protestant leaders, but it is one which is apt to attract attention and controversy.

Smith, H. Shelton Scribner 
CHANGING CONCEPTIONS OF ORIGINAL SIN $3.50 


"Original Sin", "Total Depravity", "The Fall of Man"- these are concepts which 
have a long history characterized by furious theological debates. This book describes the oe 
ebb and flow of the theological battle over the nature of Man which has waged within Ameri- 
can Protestantism. All the skirmishes, marches, countermarches, advances and retreats and 
all the commanding generals in the warfare are here described. Beginning with rigid Puri- 
tanism in which "original sin" was a cardinal doctrine, the author goes on to expound the 
doctrines of the fiery Jonathan Edwards and of "The Great Awakening” and the subsequent 
repercussions and then the varying interpretations of this doctrine which were the subject 
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of controversy until the latter part of the nineteenth century. With Horace Bushnell 
and his concept of Christian nurture and the advocacy of evolution by later divines 

the way was paved for a new theology which threw into the discard "original sin" and 
its associated doctrines. The influence of George A. Gordon, Lyman Abbott, William N. 
Clarke, William Adams Brown and Walter Rauschenbush in formulating the new theology is 
outlined. With World War I the note of optimism in theology was muted and the way was 
paved for another "new theology" in which Reinhold Niebuhr and Paul Tillich are playing 
leading parts. In this "realistic theology” original sin and total depravity are ex- 
pressions that are back in circulation, although so interpreted that our Puritan fore- 
fathers might not recognize them. This book provides a good explanation as to why and 
in what sense Niebuhr, Tillich and their followers are using phrases which had been 
thought completely out-moded. A useful review of the history of theology in America 
providing invaluable background material for the understanding of what the current “new 
theologians” are saying.

Thomas, George F. Scribner 
CHRISTIAN ETHICS AND MORAL PHILOSOPHY $5-75 


A professor of Philosophy and Christian Ethics at Princeton University, the 
author has produced a scholarly volume which will be of great interest and value to 
students in those fields and to theologians and clergymen as well. Professor Thomas is 
of the opinion that the divorce between religion and ethics urged by many modern moral 
philosophers is an unwarranted mistake. In this volume he divides his treatment of the 
subject into three parts: (1) The development of Christian ethics; (2) the Christian 
doctrine of man; and (3) Christian ethics and society. He deals at length with the New 
Testament foundation for Christian ethics and with the problem of liberty vs. law in 
Christian thought. Considerable space is given to an elaboration of his interpretation 
of the doctrine of man with particular reference to the doctrine of sin. The author 
then goes on to examine the social implications of Christian ethics with respect to 
problems of sex and marriage, economic problems, and international relations including 
the Christian attitude towards war. In the final part of the book Professor Thomas 
urges that the insights of moral philosophy be subjected to the influence of Christian 
faith and love. Professor Thomas has been greatly influenced by the thought of Brunner, 
Berdyaev and Niebuhr and by the revival of interest on the part of theologians in the 
doctrines of revelation, man and history. As a scholar of distinction ir his field, this 
major book from his pen will undoubtedly receive considerable attention. (10/17 16+55-960%)

In the author's reconstruc- 
tion of the book, this drama has seven acts, each with seven scenes. This exposition adds 
greatly to the interest and dramatic power of the book.

In 
doing so, Dr. Oates brings to bear upon the various types of anxieties the insights and 
disciplines of the Biblical message, the findings of modern psychiatry and the clinical 
experience of pastoral counsellors. In successive chapters the following kinds of anxiety 
are dealt with: economic anxiety, finitude anxiety (i.e. basic decisions), anxiety of 
grief, anxiety of sin, legalistic anxiety, anxieties of the morally indifferent, anxiety 
of the Cross, holy dread, and anxiety and the fellowship of the concerned. There are no 
pat formulas for banishing anxiety, but there are very helpful leads to the understanding & 
of them and to the handling of them.

* This promises to be one of the top items, saleswise, of the season's publications, 
and it is important to know exactly what it is, and what your own position regarding such al 
compilations. Granted the fact that countless householdswould never own more than a frac- 
tion of the books from which material has been extracted, for this extremely well-edited 
collection, is it not yet to be deplored that it might cheat children of that exquisite 
sense of the individual book gained from reading in its own right, complete, such books 

as Tom Sawyer, Huckleberry Finn, Treasure Island, Alice in Wonderland, The Wind in the 
Willows, Robin Hood, The Jungle Book, and others?2 Would one chapter or incident read here 
lead to the books themselves? Let us hope so. On the other hand there is much to be com- 
mended in the astute selection of nursery rhymes, nursery tales, sound versions of fairy 
tales and legends, extracts from Grimm, Andersen, Arabian Nights. Northern children might 
miss Uncle Remus altogether; better a bit than none. There are generous cross sections of 
verse, old and new. But there are small favorites that need the close connection of pic- 
ture and text such as Pelle"s New Suit and Poppy Seed Cakes. Diversity is here - and a 

wide range from Aesop to Menotti - fantasy and fact - humor and pathos. The illustrations, 
when possible, are the best that have been done for the individual selection; Howard Pyle, 
Wyeth, McKay, Rackham - all are here, some in full color- so the original flavor is at 

least sampled. The one volume edition has a cloth spine and a design printed on some 
synthetic; the two volume edition is cloth bound and easier to handle. And the market? 
Small libraries, needing ready at hand material for story hours; school libraries where 
space and budget preclude a wide selection; homes where space forbids the shelving an 
adequate children's library calls for and where the family budget wants to make place for 

as much reading matter as possible within the limits. Plenty of scope here, and the quality 
of the work is beyond question. It's a lot of book for the money. (Publ.)
